Leaders Who Threaten Great 
Strike Also Like Wilson’s 
“Hands Off” Policy, 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—[Special.]— 
Leaders of the four big railroad men’s 
unions threatening a general rail strike of 
400,000 men operating trains throughout 
the United States, were encouraged today 
by the senate committee’s tabling of the 
Newlands resolution, which provided for 
an interstate commerce commission in- 
quiry into wages and hours of service 
and for a report back to congress. 

The Newlands plan was opposed by the 
union men, who claima victory ‘n its de- 
feat and likewise in President Wilson's 
determination to keep “ hands off" for 
the present. 

It was believed by the senate committee 
that action just now by the interstate 
commerce commission would be inad- 
visable because of the pending efforts of 
the mediators to bring about arbitration. 


Some Expect a Deadlock. 

Certain Democratic members of the 
senate expressed privately the belief 
that the strike situation may reach a 
deadlock, with a flat refusal by the em- 
ployés to assent to mediation or arbi- 
tration, and that leaders in the em- 
ployés’ ranks would go to the limit of 
forcing railroads into federal recelver- 
ships and compelling operation of the 
roads by the federal courts. 

This alleged plan is said to contem- 
plate a publig statement explaining the 
employés’ lack of confidence im the 
whole method of arbitration, and it also 
contemplates—as outlined by one of the 
senators—a return to work immediately 
as soon as the roads are operated by 
receivers named by United States 
courts. 

While this story of a general receiver- 
ship plan on the part of labor leaders 


senators to whom it was made known 
saw in it possibilities which even the 
radical labor men may not contemplate 
—government ownership or permanent 
government operation of the railway 
lines. 


\ Strike Vote Gives Club. 


The employés long ago made known 
their desire for shorter hours at the same 
wage.

“The railroads have urged that 
the arbitration be carried on through 
an inquiry by the interstate com- 
merce commission into railroad 
men’s hours and wages.

“I do not believe it will astonish 
the public to learn why we have 
opposed the kind of government ar- 
bitration we got in the east in 1912 
and in the west in 1914 when I say 
our brotherhoods have not yet re- 
ceived a full measure of the awards.

If Mr. Wilson’s policies produced the conditions, 
the guaranty and promise may be sound and real. if 
they did not produce them, there is no assurance for 
the future. The voter who may net care how he got 
what he has wil] be interested to consider whether 

‘he is to keep it, and it is within the power of Re- 
publicans to prove that the relation of Mr. Wilson to 
present conditions ‘s about as important as that of 
the moon to a harvest. | | 

The nation is at peace and the nation has pros- 
perity. Only a mad or foolish man could have pro- 
jected the United States into the war, and the war 
made the American prosperity, a hideous way of 
finding prosperity, but the way in which it was 
found. | 

_ Mr. Wilson “ kept us out of war,” an accomplish- 
ment that any man who could have been elected 
president of the United States .in its entire history 
would have achieved. The point for voters to con- 
sider in déaling with the future is how nearly he 


_ came to getting us into it. He had no intent to do 


so. A natior cannot be governed by a man’s ixrten- 
tions.

IS POLITICS TO BETRAY THE 


NATION? 

Yesterday the commerce committee of the sen- 
ate tabled the Newlands resolution directing an 
immediate investigation of the railway controversy. 

The reasons given for this evasion of responsl- 
bility are preposterous. They are an excuse, & 
palpable subterfuge, and they will deceive no one 
who has studied the conditions of the present virtual 
impasse. The proceedings under the arbitration 
act offer no adequate security and ‘should be 
paralleled by consideration of the Newlands plan. 
Both sides assert they will not submit to the main 
demands of the other. .The railroad managers 
declare that arbitration must include their counter 
claims. The union leaders declare the railway 
counter claims must not be considered. 

The basic need is a full, thorough, nonpolitical 
inquiry into the situation as it concerns not merely 
the dnions and the railway corporations, but the 
employés not members of the trainmen’s unions, 
the shareholders, the shippers and the long suffer- 
ing public which finally will pay the cost of any 
award made. 

If the commerce commission is loaded with other 
work now, as we don’t doubt it is and will be until 
congress has the common sense to increase its mem- 
bership and facilities, then let that work be set 
aside until this em ney is passed. 

But these reasons are not real “reasons. The 
real reasons lie solely in the fear of political con- 
sequences. A -presidential and congressional cam- 
paign is on and the politicians are afraid of losing 
votes. 

The situation is a wretched example of our politi- 
cal conditions and should not be tolerated. If con- 
gress can be terrorized out of the performance of a 
plain and imperatively necessary duty by what 
is in fact an organized handful compared to the 
general public concerned, it is time for a national 
housecleaning. 

The isshe does not now turn on the justice of the 
union claims. It turns on the method of establish- 
ing their justice in relation to the rights of all 
concerned. If the union claims are just they can be 
established as just before such a tribunal’ as the 
commerce commission and there is no excuse for a 
refusal to submit them to such atribunal. = 

It is time to meet this issue without further 
dodging and the presidential campaign is no excuse 
for dodging it. 7 


THE LAKE! THE LAKE! 

We learned last week, if we never knew it before, 
that the greatest summer asset of Chicago is the | 
lake. Access to the lake meant the difference 
between torture and comfort. Except for the lake, 
Chicago was as evéry other heat tormented city. 
The lake does not touch a small or distant part of 
Chicago. The city spreads out along its shores. It 
does not back far away from the water. The 
fortunate result is that the furthest western citizen 
of Chicago can reach the lake in an hour or in a 
half hour, depending upon the means of transporta- 
tion he uses. | 

_ This natural benefit which lies all along one long 
side of the city would be, it would be assumed in a 
rational community, developed and used to its last 
inch. Last week, when the heat was at its greatest, 
the lack of development was shown in the thousands 
of people who could not be given access to ‘the 
bathing beaches because hundreds of thousands of 
people had the beaches’ facilities extended to their 
utmost. 7 

The need for the utilization of every inch of lake 
shore that can be reclaimed for the people is 
apparent and exigent. The lake is the great dis- 
tinctive feature of the city. It can be ‘made. its 
decoration and its comfort. There is such generous 
sweep of it that it can be made sufficient for the use 
of all the city. | 

It was only in recent years that the city saw what 
it had, and progress in making use of it has been 
miraculously slow. The greatest single project is 
that for reclaiming for popular use the stretch 
from Twelfth street south. Accomplishment halts 
for argum st. Reasonable precautions haye become 
unreasonabie. Rational delay has become irrational. 

A cautious guarding against mistakes begins to 
have the appearance of stupidity. The federal gov- 
ernment, the city, the south park board, and the 
Illinois Central railroad all have interests which 
must be considered, but consideration of them has 
made no progress in years. 

Legislation necessary for the undertaking has been 
had; authority is vested with bodies authorized to 
act and conditions to govern the undertaking are 
known. Official incapacity, lodged principally in the 
city council, blocks the way to accomplishment. 

Some day Chicago will really see the lake, and the 
cry that will go up will make the shout of Xeno 
phon’s soldiers when they saw the sea seem as the 
whimper of an infant. But if something does not 
ginger up the official side of Chicago, it will be 
another generation that hears it.

DANGERS OF MANANA,

Friends of Mexico ought not to delude them- 


selves with the view that much turns on the 
course of the formal diplomatic negotiations 
pending between the United States and Mexico. 
Our soldiers may remain on Mexican soil without 
necessarily threatening the integrity of Mexico; 
they may be withdrawn without necessarily re- 
moving the risk of aggression. ee 

What almost everything turns on is the rate of 
progress Carranza is making in the pacification 
of the northern Mexican states. So long as Villa, 
or the mere name of Villa, can raise formidable 
bands of outiaws able to evade indefinitely the 
Constitutionalist armies we shall be forced to 
keep our national guard regiments on the bor- 
der.

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HAY FEVER. 

HE United States Hay Fever aasoci- 
ation is out with its forty-third an- 
niverrary réport. The organiza- 
tion is to meet on Aug. 31 at Beth- 
lehem, N. H. ' 

For more than forty years the mem- 
bers of this ¢@rganization have demon- 
strated that hope springs eternal in the 
human breast. In the report of the Lake 
Placid meeting for 1915 appear these 
statements, which typify the situation: 

“Nearly every speaker had some pet 
cure for the fever which he urged the 
members to try. Im almost every instance 
he was followed by another sufferer who 
claimed: to have tried that particular rem- 
edy and to have found it absolutely worth- 
lees, Others told harrowing tales of rush- 
ing from one mountain resort to another 
fever had ‘ beat them to it.’ ” * 

A cure for hay fever is nearly as much 
of a will o’ the wisp as it was a genera- 
} tion ago. The nature of the disease is 
not known beyond douft. The prevail- 
ing theory is that the hay fever subject 
has become exquisitely sensitive to cer- 
tain substances at times contained in the 
air, and that when these substances come 
in contact with the membranes of the 
nose they cause a local condition some- 
what similar to the condition of the skin 
in hives. The condition is closely akin 
to that in which the eating of certain nor- 
mally harmless foods causes hives. 

The substances to which the nose is 
most frequently sensitized is the pollen of 
ragweed. The pollens of a large nuinber 
of other plants may cause the disease.

It is recorded that a distinguished phy- 
sician of the last century could not sleep 
on a feather pillow because he had be- 
come hypersensitive to feathera. 

Physicians have never developed an en- 
tirely satisfactory method of treating any 
disorder due to hyperréensitiveness—what 
is known as an anaphylaxis. 

Using vaccines of one sort or another, 
about 50 per cent of cures are reported. 
These vaccines are used both as preven- 
tives and cures. Whether used one way 
or the other, it is doubtful if half the 
people who use them are benefited ma- 
‘terially, and certainly less than half are 
permanently cured. The failures are not 
so liable to find their way into the statis- 
tics. 

The advertised hay feyer cures are 
worse than useless. In olden times most 
of them contained cocaine. Few contain 
cocaine now, but every one has some drug 
which does more harm than good in the 
long run. 

The Hay Fever association reports on 
the freedom from hay fever of eighty dis- 
tricts. The report covers at least onecity 
in each section of the United States ex- 
cept the far south and the Pacific slope. 
The statistics are not satisfying. For 
instance, Bethlehem, N. H., reports that 
104 were exempt, 23 were not exempt, 65 
were partially exempt—total, 192. There 
must have been more than 192 hay fever

young sovereign duke of Bruns- 

wick, has become Insane, owing to 

the appalling scenes which he -wit- 
nessed on the eastern front, when among 
other horrors he saw an entire brigade 
of troops under his command perish to 
a man in a Polish morass, disappearing 
beneath the surface of the ground with- 
out leaving any trace, omitted to call 
attention to the terrible fate which dogs 
the footsteps of this family. 

The young duke's septuagenarian fa- 
ther, the duke of Cumberland, lost his 
reason in the early stages of the present 
war and has been under restraint ever 
since. Moreover he came into the world 
without a nose and the one which he 
has worn sirice his childhood is a tri- 
umph of surgery rather than of nature. 
His eldest son was killed a few years 
ago in a particularly shocking automo- 
bile accident, midway between Berlin 
and Hamburg, after having spent sev- 
eral years in a crippled condition and 
having been subjected to numerous pain- 
ful operations on his right leg, owing to 
blood polsoning. ' 

The duke of Cumberland’s father, the 
last king of Hanover, was stone blind 
throughout the greater portion of his 
adult life and lost both his throne and 
the greater portion of his fortune in the 
war of 1866. His own father, in turn 
King Ernest of Hanover, died an em- 
bittered man, an object of intense pop- 
ular animosity, both th Hanover and in 
England, where he had resided as duke 
of Cumberland tntil the succession of 
his niece, Queen Victoria, to the throne 
of England, and the separation of the 
kingdom of Hanover from the crown of 
Great Britain. 

A frightful curse was placed upon this 
most detested of the sons of King 
‘George III., by the peasant mother of 
his Swiss valet, Senlis, who had been 
found murdered under most mysterious 
and shocking ciroumstances in St. James’ 
palace. The woman had lent credence 
to the rumors ascribing the man’s death 
to the duke, and meeting him in St, 
James street one day, went down on 
her knees and called down every curse 
upon him and upon his descendants unto 
the fourth and fifth generation before 
the police interfered and the duke could 
escape.

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Sir Thomas Talbot Power, who has 
just succeeded to his .elder brother's 
baronetcy as its sixth holder, likewise 
inherits the chief partnership of the 
great.Dublin distillery kKnowft by the 
name of its founder, the first baronet, 
Sir John Power, who started it in 1791, 
receiving a baronetcy from Queen Vic- 
toria shortly after her accession to the 


estates belonging to the family, extena- 
ing over some 20,000 acres or more in 
County Wexford, but owing to’ the reck- 
less extravagance of the present baro- 
net’s nephew and fourth holder of the 
title they have passed out of the fam- 
His name was Sir James Power 
and before his death two years ago he 
had managed to involve himself in all 
sorts of financial scrapes and in law- 
suits with London usurers. 

Sir Thomas Power must not be con- 
founded with the other power baronet, 
namely, Sir George. of that ilk, whose 
family hails, not from County Wexfora, 
but from. Kilfane. in Kilkenny. Sir 
George is now an elderly man who, 
with the blood of Henry Grattan in his 
veins, was the original Ralph Rac 
straw, the famous sailor of “H. M. &. 
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Pinafore,” when that popular comic op-

also created the part of Frederick

At the time when he was on the musical 
comedy stage as a particularly pleasing 
tenor, this graduate of Trinity college, 
Dublin, had but little prospect of ever 
succeeding to the family baronetcy. For 
he was only the fourth son of Sir John 
Power, second baronet of his line, and all 
his elder brothers were married and had 
sons. Yet his three elder brothers passed 
away in turn, Sir Adam dying in Buenos 
Aires in 1903 and Sir John and Sir Elliott 
Power losing their lives in the South 
African war. The first baronet of the line 
founded the celebrated Kilkenny hunt in 
1797, and his father was the principal aide 
de camp of Lord Clive at the batle of 
Plassy, which may be said to haye won 
for Great Britain her Indian empire. 

Sir George has left Kilfane, the old 
country place of the Powers in County 
Kilkenny, and has given the name Kilfane 
cottage to the unpretentious villa which he 
occupies in the Finchley district of Lon- 
don. Last year he married Miss Eva 
Boulton, daughter of Sir Samuel Boulton, 
a.very rich man, with large interests in 
Canada and Australia, being among other 
things, chairman of the Dominion Car and 
Chemical company and of the British- 
Australian Timber company. But I no- 
tice that in spite of this Sir George stil] 
continues to occupy his villa at Finchley, 
and to give lessons as a “ professor of 
voice production and ‘of singing,” by 
means of which he was earning his l!veli- 
hood in a somewhat precarious fashion 
prior to marrying Miss Boulton. 


~~ 
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China’s new president, true to the prin- 
ciples of democracy to which he has com- 
mitted himself, has announced his deter- 
mination to abolish the new order of no- 
bility instituted by his predecessor in of- 
fice, the late Yuan-Shi-Kal. He is deter. 
mined that every sort of nobillary rank is 
to be entitely done away with, and that 
actual tenure of office is to constitute 
from henceforth the sole title to distine- 
tion and to precedence. 

It may be recalled that the late Yuan- 
Shi-Kai issued a decree last year to the ef- 
fect that the new order of nobility was to 
consists of dignities of prince, duke, mar- 
quis, earl, viscount, and baron, all save 
the last subject to the strict lw of 
primogeniture. But there was a special 
provision made for their progressional! ex- 
tinction. Thus, it was stipulated that the 
heir of a prince should become in the next 
generation a duke; the heir of a duke, a 
marquis; the heir of a marquis, an earl; 
the eldest son of an earl, a viscount; the 
senior heir of a viscount, a baron; while 
the eldest son and heir of the latter wag} 
not to rise above the rank of commoner. 
In the case of all the holders_of these 
various tithes the younger sons were te 
have no share in their father’s honors. 

The only exceptions made were in favor 
of the direct senior descendant of Con- 
fucius, and also the senior heir in the 
male liné of Ching-Ching-Kung. The 
former bears the title of Yen-Shin-Kung— 
that is, ever sacred duke—and still re- 
taina the original home and estate of 
Confucius. Thé heir of Ching-Ching- 
Kung, surnamed Koxinga, bears the title 
of Hai-Ching-Kung, or sea quelling duke. 

These two dukedoms among Chinese 
honors have been perpetual until now, and 
have survived every change of régime and 
dynasty. Thus far the new president has 
made no provision for their continuance,

We had five minutes’ rest and then 
started again. I'll not go into any more 
detail except to say that from that rest 
until the next one we lost a great many 
from our ranks. The pace, instead of 
remaining the same or getting slower, 
became much faster. 
We rolled up our sleeves and started 
out to hike in earnest. Men fell every 
place. Some were crying, others uncon- 
scious from the heat. 
I want to say that our boys couldn't do 
that same trip at the same speed over 
again and improve their showing in one 
particle.

Our trucks passed up some of our own 
men, and had it not been for the kind- 
ness of the officers in the Seventh regi- 
ment they probably wouldn’t be here 
yet.

CORRESPONDENT iwrites: “I 
wish you would tell us something 
about the fuchsia, and how to 
manage it in order to get flowers 


from it in winter. I have several} 


kinds and not one of them blooms well 


: after October or November Idon't want 


flowers from them in summer and they 
all insist on blooming then.” 

The reason why this person fails to get 
flowers from her fuchsias in winter and 
does get flowers in summer is that the 
plant is living up to natural conditions. 
It is a summer bloomer and it is useless 
ta attempt to make anything else out of it. 

True, if not allowed to bloom during 
summer, it may give a few straggling 
blossoms during the winter season, but 
never enough to make it worth while to 
give it a place in the window garden 


where it wil] occupy space that might bet- 


ter be given up to a plant that will bloom 
well at that season. If one wants satis- 


faction from the fuchsia he or she must 


give it a treatment that will result in a 
profusion of flowers during the entire 
summer and well along into the fall. 


“O= z 

To grow this plant well it should be 
given a soil that is light and porous, and 
it should bé well drained. Sandy loam 
mixed with leafmold suits jt well. Leaf- 
mold, made friable by the addition of 
pharp sand, is an ideal compost for it. 

It must be well watered and watered 
go regularly that the soil in the pot is 
always moist. Neglect it and allow the 
goil to become dry and the chances are 
that the plant will drop many of its leaves 
and all its buds, if it has any. If the soil 
is light and the pot is well drained there 
will be no danger from overwatering.

GOOD many ices are too watery 
and have too watery a taste. When

As nearly all the stolen autamobiles are 
driven or shipped into distant states, an 
interstate or federal law would afford the 
most adequate remedy for grappling with 
the “ industry,” Mr. Hoyne says. 

Another conclusion reached by Mr. 
Hoyne is that at least a part remedy 


ers of second hand automobiles were 
more careful in ascertaining whether the 
sellers of “used” cars have the legal

that a federal law is needed,” said Mr. 
Hoyne. “ The ‘industry’ is extending 
at an amazing rate, and apparently is 
already nation-wide in scope.

Many of the saloonkeepers, it 
says, have admitted to investigators for 
the association that the machines have 
been placed in their establishments with 
the understanding that the owner is to 
provide police protection. 


Fourth and Fifth Wards. 

One-man, identified as “a well known 
Republican politician who is active in the 
affairs of the Fourth and Fifth wards,” 
is named as the owner of 150 machines 
which have been operating in those parts 
of the city. Officials of the association 
@eclined at night to reveal this man's 
name. 

The trading of police protection for 
profits, Chief Healey was told, is the plan 
in operation at almost every place where 
the machines have been found. One se« 
loonkeeper, indeed, said he could not get 
& machine from the manufacturers with~- 
out the sanction of the politician in whoge 
district it was to be placed. 

In general, it is charged, the saloon- 
keeper or cigar dealer gets half of each 
machine's receipts, which amounts to be- ~ 
tween §10 and $20 a day, the other halt 
going to the politician-owner. |

| his place brought in about $400 a month, 
of which his share was §200. Another ~ 
said he was getting a sufficient gnnual. 
income from his slot machine to pay his 
saloon license. 

‘Our investigators learned that the 
machines are generally owned by local 
politicians, who placed them in saloons 
and cigar stores on the basis of an equal 
division of profits, with the understand- 
ing that the owner of the machine would 
furnish police protection. 

“ Prominent politicians were stated to 
own cansiderable numbers of machines 
in their respective localities. 

“As you doubtless know, the law looks 


| with such disfavor upon siot machine 


\gambling that the machines are made 
‘subject to seigure, confiscation and de 
struction by any municipal or other local 
authority within whose jurisdiction the 
same may be found.’ 

“The statute also declares that who- 
ever operates or owns any slot machine 
shall be liable to a fine of not less than 
$100 and for a second offense shall be fined 
not less than $600, and be confined in the 
county jail for not less than six months, 
end for a third offense be imprisoned in - 
the penitentiary for from two to four 
years, ‘

‘*From our hasty investigation, which 

has been confined to a few localities, we 

are of the opinion that there have been 

at least 1,000 slot machines in operation . 
in the city during the iast month. While ; 
most of these pay ™ merchandise checks , 
rather than in money, they are, as you 
know, just as clearly unlawful gam- 
bling devices as are those machines of 
the same type which pay itn nickels. 

“ On behalf of the Citizens’ association 
we suggest that you put a permanent 
quietus on the slot machine evil in Chi- 
cago, which you can do readily by holding 
commanding officers strictly accountable 
for the presence of auch machines fn 
their terrttory.”
